Too much stress cannot he laid upon 


the necessity of thoroughly packing 
the fodder in tho silo so as to exclude 
(lie air as much :i.s possible. It is 
upon tills one thing that the keeping 
of silage largely depends. A device 
consisting of. H jointed pipe, or some 
variation of it, nttachud to the top 
of the blower pipe is at present in 
use for distributing tho cut corn fod- 
der in the silo. 
By Hie use o£ this 


distributor It is possible for one man 
to scatter -the cut corn evenly and at 
the snme time to tramp it. 
Without 


the use of this device it is necessary 
to hnve at least one extra man in the 
silo to fork the material over so tbnt 
it Is evenly packed. Besides the sav- 
lug of one man's labor, the distributor j decay.

Add Water at Cutting Time. 


Oftentimes the corn fodder Is BO 


dry when it is cut that It is necessary'j 
to odd water to make up for the de- ! 
flciency in moisture and provide for ' 
the proper packing of the silo. This 
water Is most' easily added to the 
blower when the corn is being cut, and 
it is also more thoroughly mixed with 
the cut'material in this way. 


For the top layer of the silo It Is 


good practice, to use heavy green stalks 
from which the ears have been re- 
moved. This forms a heavy layer that 
packs well and at the same time con- 
t..ius a smaller amount of food mate- 
rial so that the minimum loss I* sus- 
tained If It spoils. Various methods 
and materials have been used for cov- 
ering the top of the silage to prevent 
its spoiling. None has given complete 
satisfaction, but the one mentioned. 
above has given as good results ns 
any, especially when the top layer 
was thoroughly wet down and packed 
firmly by tramping.

as the silo Is filled, in which case 1
